Red Spider, of a breed that does not 
seem to succumb to sulphur spray or 
fumes, has spread from the boan-vinos 
in the West Covina district to the foli­ 
age of the walnut trees in some orchards 
and the infestation is causing a partial 
defoliation of tho trees. 


Whether this particular kind of aphis 
will attack the citrus orchards is not 
known, as no damage has been found 
from this source as yot. 
There is roa 
son to believe that it will not be a 
danger to the citrus trees. 


Horticultural inspectors Hodges and 
Spencer of this district were both work 
ing yesterday on the caso, inspecting 
walnut orchards that had been attacked. 
They will make a report fully, and will 
determine whether the citrus ranchers 
should be warned. 


This rod spider attacked tho black- 
eye and Lady Washington beans in tho 
vicinity of Fellowship Farm about six 
weeks ago, and has been 
spreading. 
Bean straw from that district carried 
the red spider into the walnut orchards 
when the straw was spread in tho or­ 
chard p.s a mulch. 
Whether it will bo 
necessary to avoid the use of bean straw 
for citrus orchards is the question that 
is now being given serious attention.

THE FERTILIZER PROBLEM 


HIGH COST OF MATERIALS AND HIGH PRICES 
SERIOUS FOR THE GROWER 


Following t h e lead of practically all 
other commodities, the price of fertiliz­ 
e r a n d fertilizing 
materials has been 
m o u n t i n g steadily during the last eigh­ 
t e e n months. 
N o r does there seem to 
b e a n y relief in sight. 


This rise in price is not due to a 
mere inflation of value, b u t to an actual 
s h o r t a g e of all types of fertilizing ma­ 
terials, organic a s well as inorganic, i n 
t h i s country. 
This condition h a s been 
b r o u g h t about, directly or indirectly, by 
t h e w a r and will probably continue to 
a greater or less extent while t h e w a r 
lasts. 


The supply of fertilizer for the next 
S p r i n g is, apparently, problematical, all 
p r e s e n t indications pointing to a heavy 
shortage.. with 
consquent 
high 
prices 
governing. 


Some advance buying is b e i n g done 
a n d those growers who a r e 
financially 
able to buy fertilizer and t a k e delivery 
t h i s fall, for spring use, will undoubted­ 
l y be ahead of t h e game. 
T h e y are as­ 
sured of their supply and a t a cheaper 
price than is indicated for spring 


Wo know b y past experienco t h a t if 
the citrus tree is provided w i t h a plenti 
ful supply of available plant food in 
connection with moisture and reasonable 
care, ( a profitable crop m a y be obtained. 


The care t h a t t h e orchard gets—and 
t h e water—are fixed charges a n d vary 
per acre b u t slightly from y e a r to year 
o n a n average. ' 


The efficiency, or crop production, of 
t h e s e 
fixed 
charges 
depends on t h e 
a m o u n t of available plant-food supplied. 
A n d t h e available plant-food 
depends 
o n t h e fertilizer or the soil t r e a t m e n t 
resorted to to make plant-food 
availa­ 
ble. 
W e must have readily 
available 
plant-food in t h e Boil to feed the trees 
a n d t h e crop in order that t h e regular 
orchard .work a n d expense be not wast­ 
ed. 


T h e r e is, however, a cheap a n d profit­ 
able w a y to tide over the present ab- 
' n o r m a l condition of t h e fertilizer mar­ 
k e t 
t h a t is b e i n g overlooked b y the 
large portion of our growers, a n d that 
i s b y a liberal application of a non- 
caustic, -quickly available type of lime 
c a r b o n a t e to all soils of this 
section 
w h i c h do not show b y test an excess 
of this material. 


S u c h a n application 
will h o t only 
r e n d e r more available the n a t u r a l plant- 
foqds" of the soil, b u t will re-act upon 
t h e plant-food which h a s been accumu­ 
l a t e d from the application of fertilizer 
d u r i n g the past years. 
Lator on, when 
fertilizer prices revert to their 
former 
t l o w level, the supply of plant-food in 


The use of lime on Southern 
Califor­ 
nia soils is more or less of a new prop­ 
osition. 
However, during t h e past few 
years it3 value in citrus orchards has 
been thoroughly p r o / e n . 
There a r e nu­ 
merous instances of its value to citrus 
culture in the Southern California sec­ 
tion. 


The 
value of lime for agricultural 
purposes has been k n o w n for centuries. 
L o n g before a n y t h i n g w a s k n o w n about 
Phosphoric Acid, P o t a s h or Nitrogen Or 
the part which t h e y play in crop pro 
duction, the liming of soils w a s a com 
mon agricultural practice. I t gave bet­ 
t e r crops—for a while—and then the 
yields declined. 
Nor would t h e addi­ 
tion of more lime bring bnck the pro 
ductiveness. 


This gave rise to the old saying that 
" l i m e makes father 
rich a n d t h e son 
p o o r , " which is of course, only another 
w a y of saying t h a t t h e use of lime de­ 
pletes t h e soil.* 


B u t it gave better crops—and h o w ! 
I n the light of our present 
knowledge 
of soils, we know it was by m a k i n g tho 
plant-foods of the soil available, and 
holding them in t h a t 
condition 
until 
they were used b y the crops. 


Lime possesses this power to a very 
m a r k e d degree, not only on the plant 
foods occurring in t h e soil, b u t also on 
those of fertilizers, recent extensive ex 
perimonts- b y the E x p e r i m e n t 
stations 
h a v i n g shown that t h e use of lime in 
connection with fertilization, 
increased 
the efficiency of t h e fertilizer 
nearly 
50 per cent. 


Entirely aside from t h e effect 
which 
the addition of lime will h a v e on the 
availability of the plant-foods 
comes 
t h e action on t h e formation of humus 
a n d t h e effect on the physical condition 
of t h e soil. 


I n the choice of a n agricultural lime 
though—there are several points to be 
remembered. 
I t must not be a caustic 
(fiery) type of lime, since t h e caustic­ 
ity will burn or destroy the humus. 
I t 
must be in a very finely divided form 
in order to make its effect felt as soon 
as possible. The more finely divided the 
lime carbonate, t h e greater t h e availa­ 
bility and therefore 
the-effect. 


Use lime—hydrated lime—sugar lime 
—if you. will, according to y o u r belief, 
b u t if y o u wish to tide over t h e high 
price of fertilizer plant-foods a n d col­ 
lect that which your soil naturally con­ 
tains, as well as t h a t which you have 
been storing away, U S E L I M E .
